The Margaret I. King Library 
staff has arranged an exhibit to 
honor the centennial of the "Forty- 
clghters." liberal Germans who fled 
to America after the collapse of the 
Central European revolutions of 
1848. 

Two documents In the exhibit 
have a special Kentucky interest. 
One is a letter from Carl Schurz. 
the most prominent of the "Porty- 
eighters." to Col. Henry Watterson 
requesting information for his bi- 
ographv of Henry Clay. The other 
is an appeal "To All True Republi- 
cans in the Union," issued in Lou- 
isville in March 1854 by Carl Heinz- 
en and other German radicals. This 
document is a summary of the radi- 
cal platform of the "Forty -eighters." 
The onlv other copy in existence is 
at the University of Michigan. 

One of the contemporary articles 
bv Wendell Wilkie concerns the life 
of Carl Schurz. Other examples of 
the Germanic contributions of the 
' Forty-eighters" arc included in the 
exhibit.
